To his Grace CHARLES Duhe of Richmond and Lenox, &c. Ac. Ac, 

Lord Lieutenant General, and General Governor of Ireland, 

MAY It PLEASE YOUR GRACE, 

TTS tE the underfigned Commilfioners, appointed for enquiring into the feveral 
W Funds and Revenues granted for the purpofes of Education, and into 
the ftate and condition of all Schools upon public or charitable foundations in 
Ireland, beg leave to lay before your Grace our Report upon the Hibeiintaw 
School in the Phoenix Park, for maintaining, educating, and apprenticing the 
Orphans and Children of Soldiers in Ireland. 

A Petition having been prefented in the year 1769 to His prefent Majefty, 
from the then Lord Primate, the Archbifliop of Dnblin, the Lord Chancellor, 
with divers Noblemen, Billiop.s, Judges, Gentry, and Clergy of the Kingdom of 
Ireland, Hating, “ That upon the death of non-commiffioned Officers and private 
Men in the Army of faid Kingdom, and upon the removal of Regiments and 
of drafts from Regiments to foreign fervice, great numbers of Children had been 
left deftitute of all means of fubfiftence ; that a Subfcription had been fet on 
foot in the year 1764, for raifing a fund to fupport the eftablifhment of an Hof- 
pital, in order to preferve Children left in fuch circumftances from popery, 
beggary, and idlenefs ; that the Subfcribers had received great encouragement 
from Parliament and the Public, and faid Petitioners praying, that His Majefty 
Would be gracioufly pleafed, by Letters Patent under the Great Seal of the faid 
Kingdom, of Ireland to incorporate faid Petitioners and other Subfcribers to 
faid charitable Inftitution,” His Majefty was gracioufly pleafed to approve of 
faid charitable Inftitution, and being defirous that it fliould be condufted with 
fuch economy and regularity as might render it a lading benefit to the faid 
Military fervice of the Kingdom of Ireland, did by Letters Patent, bearing 
date the 15th day of July 1769, incorporate faid Society by the name of “ The 
Hibernian Society in Dublin, for maintaining, educating, and apprenticing the 
Orphans and Children of Soldiers in Ireland for ever,’’ together with the other 
powers neceffary for the ends of their incorporation. This Charter grants a 
Common leal to the Societv, with powers to purchafe, receive, and enjoy in per- 
petuity lands, tenements, Ac. not exceeding the amount of two thoufand pounds 
per annum ; to receive donations, and therewith to erect, maintain, and fupport 
in all places of the faid Kingdom, where they fliall judge the fame moll necef- 
fary and convenient, fuch Hofpitals as they Ihould think proper. « Ann.mllr 

In order more eft'edtiially to promote the ends of ttie Inftitution, His Majefty ^ 

was gracioufly pleafed to grant a new Charter to the Society, bearing date the 
6th day of February, :8o8, by which they are empowered to place in the re- 
gular Army, as private Soldiers, in fuch corps as from time to time His Majefty 
ftiall pleafe to appoint (but with their own free content), the Orphans and 
Children of Soldiers in Ireland for ever. By this Charter alfo, the Members of 
the Corporation, formerly elcdive, are in future to be appoi.nted by His Majefty, 
or the Lord Lieutenant, or other Ciiief Governor or Governors of Ireland for 
the time being ; and the Prefident and Vice Prefidenf, who were aifo heretofore 
eleftive, are to be always the Lord Lieutenant, and Commander in Cliief of the 
Forces,’ or, in his ablence, the General Ofticer commanding the Troops in 
Ireland, 
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The Hibernian School, to which a Farm of about nineteen acres is attached, 
ftands in the fouth-weftern angle of His Majefty’s Pheenix Park, about two Eng- 
lilh miles from the neareft part of the City, and nearly three from the Caftle of 
Dublin. The fituation, which is elevated, commands an extenfive and chearful 
view over a rich and variegated tradl of country, terminating in the Dublin and 
Wicklow Mountains, and is in every refpe£t falubrious, with the exception of 
its being unhappily deftitute of that prime neceffary of life, good water. Efibrts 
have been made to remedy fo ferious an evil by a forcing pump, but after finking 
to a confiderable depth the water produced has been found fit for culinary pur- 
pofesonly; and a confiderable quantity, for drinking, walking, and other ufes, 
Rill continues to be drawn up a fteep afeent from the River Liffey with con- 
fiflerable toil and expetice. Perennial fprings, however, have been difeovered 
in the Pheenix Park, from whence a plentiful fuppl}' of excellent water may be 
conducted to the Inftitution by metal pipes, at ah expence of about one thoufand 
pounds, and a plan for this piirpofe has been fubmltted to the Governors. 

The foundation of the School was laid during the adminiilration of Lord 
Townfhend, on the 31ft of October 1766, and it was opened in 1767. Since 
that period the number of children has gradually encreafed to four hundred and 
fifty, the prefent Eftablifliment, of whom one hundred and fifty are Females - a 
confiderable augmentation however is in contemplation, and the extenfive build- 
ings already added, with others rapidly advancing, will render this School (which 
is to be aflimilated as nearly as pofiible to the Cheifea Alyium) an inftitution 
of great national intereft and importance. It confifts of a center one hundred 
and thirty-eight feet by forty-eight, conne6led by fubordinate buildings to large 
projedling wings, eighty-four feet by fifty each, forming a front of three hun- 
dred feet, three ftories high, and of plain fubftantial rnafonry. The center con- 
tains the>Boys Schools, a Dining-hall and Dormitories, and at prefent the apart- 
ments of the Chaplain, and Adjutant, and Steward; but as the eaftern wing, 
now nearly finiftied,'-will contain commodious apartments for thefe Officers, and 
alfo for the Commandant, the rooms which they now occupy will be converted 
into an additional School-room, and Dormitories for Boys. 

The prefent Dining-hali, fixty-fix feet by twenty, is barely fufficient for the 
prefent Eftablilhment ; but the foundations of a fpacious Dining-hall, one hundred 
feet by forty, and thirty-two feet high, and fufficient to accommodate eight hundred 
children have been laid at the rear of the Boys Schools, with which it will 
communicate by covered corridores, one hundred and fixty feet long by ten wide, 
in which the Boys may play and parade in wet weather; when this is finifhed, 
the prefent Dining-hall will be converted into a School-room, and thus in the 
new arrangement there will be two School-rooms for Boys, each fixty-fix feet by 
twenty, and thirteen feet high, to which it is propofed to add a third of di- 
menfjons not inferior, taken from the prefent apartments of the Officers; it is 
intended, as has been ftated to us, that thefe School-rooms fliall be fufficiently 
fpacious for the accommodation of fix hundred children, but it would perhaps be 
advifable to fubdivide them, as the noife occafioned by two hundred children 
reciting their leflbns at once in tlie fame room, muft be very diftrefling to tlie 
Teachers; this circumftance basin the Foundling Hoi'pital been Judicioufly at- 
tended to, where the Schools do not exceed in dimenfions forty feet by twenty, 
and the children inftrucled in each ftldom exceed feventy. 

• Tlie Boys Dormitories, on the fecond floor, are very fine, they are over the 
School-rooms and of fimiiar dimenfions, and as they communicate by an open 
arch-way in the center, they may be confidered as one fpacious apartment, one 
hundred and thirty-three feet long by twenty wide, and thirteen feet high; as 
the windows, which are fufficiently numerous, face the north, thefe Dormitories 
enjoy but little of the fun, yet in confequence of having a window at each end, 
they have thorough air, and leem perfeclly free from damp ; over thefe on the 
third floor are Dormitories perfedlly fimilar, and all thefe, with one of fmaller 
dimenfions on this floor, which is thirty-four by twentv-four feet, are well 
lighted, well ventilated, and kept perfedly neat and cle.:!' , the heels, however, 
one hundred and forty-nine in number, are in contact without any fpace what- 
ever between them ; a circumftance not perhaps favourable to health, and cer- 
tainly productive of inconvenience in making the beds and cleanfing the rooms; 
in each of thefe five Dormitories an Afliftant fleeps to preferve order. 

The weftern W'ing, already finifhed, is exclufively appropriated to the Female 
children, one hundred and fifty in number, who are thus judicioufly detached

from the other parts of the EftabliHiment, having their own appropriate plaj’ 
ground ; this wing contains, exclufive of a fpacious Stair-cafe, a School-room 
forty-two feet by twenty-one, a Dining-hall thirty-feven feet by twenty-one, 
with a Wafh-houfe and Landry forty-fix feet by feventeen, all on the ground 
floor; over the School-room and Dining-hall, on the fecond and third floor, are 
Dormitories of fimilar dimenfiohs containing eighty-one beds, and over the 
Landry are two as yet unappropriated rooms, forty-fix by feventeen each; all 
thefe are fpacious, airy, and lightfome, and are perfe6t]y neat and clean, the 
beds here, however, as in the Boys Dormitories are in conta6l; in this wing there 
are alfo convenient apartments for two School-miftreffes, contiguous to the Dor- 
mitories. 

The Kitchen, Bread-room, and other neceffary ftores, judicioufly placed between 
the Male and Female parts of the Inftitution, to which they are well connected, 
are fpacious and convenient ; apertures near the ceiling of the'Kitchen to emit the 
fleam, which is occafionally exceffive, would be an improvement. 

The wings of the building and the other additions are erefited in a manner 
much to the credit of the Archited, Mr. Johnfon ; the roof however of the 
original central building is fo fteep, and the flates fo fmall, that it require.^ per- 
petual repair, and in ftormy weather is dangerous, a circumftance which will 
no doubt be attended to and remedied. 

To the eaftward of the Dining-hall, in an airy fituation and perfedly detached, 
an Infirmary is to be ereded of dimenfions proportionate to the number of the 
children to which it is propofed to augment the !^ablilhment: the two apartments 
ufed at prefent as Infirmaries, thirty-four by fixteen each, are not fufficiently 
ventilated for the purpofe to which they are affigned, they are difproportioned to 
the extent of the inftitution; and the Fever-ward, though a well ventilated apart- 
ment thirty-three feet by twenty-three, is accefible only through the Con- 
valefcent-room ; but thefe temporary inconveniencies will of courfe terminate 
when the intended Infirmary is fmiflied, when thefe apartments will no doubt be 
applied to the enlargement of the Foundation. 

The Chapel, about one hundred and eighty yards to the northward of the new 
Dining-hall, from which it is feparated by the Garden, is neat and convenient, 
but not being fufficiently fpacious to accommodate the number of children to 
which it is propofed to augment the Eftabliffiment, it will probably be found ne- 
ceffary to enlarge it. 

From the platform in front of the Hibernian School, the ground rapidly 
defcends to the boundary wall and offices ; the latter buildings, which 
at prefent greatly disfigure the general appearances of this fine Inftitution, 
are lo be taken down and rebuilt in the intended Farm-yard ; and this fpace, 
when properly dreffed and brought as near to a level as local circumftances 
will admit, will form a noble area, in which the Boys may play, and perform 
their Military Evolutions. 

The Farm attached to the School being entirely under cultivation, the 
cows neceffary to fupply milk, and generally thirty in number, are paftured in 
the Phcenix Park, without any charge to the Inftitution. 

The children admiffible into this School muft be between the ages of feven 
and twelve years, and the children of non-commiffioned Officers or Soldiers 
of the line, in adual fervice, or of Soldiers deceafed, or reduced, or removed 
to foreign fervice ; they are admitted on the certificate of fome commiffioned 
Officer or other creditable perfon, and in the feleftion preference is given 
firft to orphans ; fecondly, to thofe whofe fathers have been killed or have 
died on foreign fervice; thirdly, to thofe who have loft their mothers and 
whofe fathers are abfent on foreign duty abroad; fourthly, to thofe whofe 
fathers are ordered on foreign fervice, or whofe parents have other children 
to maintain; and it is required that parents or friends, applying for admiffion 
of children, ihall fign their confent to their remaining in the School fo long 
as the Governors may think fit, and to their being difpofed of at a proper 
age at their difcretion as apprentices or fervants, or, if Boys, to their being 
placed, with their own free confent, as private Soldiers in the regular Army ; 
in cafes however of peculiar diftrefs, children under the age of feven years 
are received, and there are at prefent a few of that defcription in the Schools. 

The number of children at prefent on the Eftablilhment, and to nhieh 
the accommodations are fully competent, are, as already mentioned, four 
hundred and fiftv, of whom three hundred are Boys, and one hmulred and 
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fiftv Girls. On the 5th of January 1799, the children in the Schools were 
in numher two hundred and two. fince which period to the 5th of January 
1800 (a fpaceof ten years) nine hundred and fixty-four . have beeri admitted, 
niaklns a total of eleven hundred and fixty-fix, of thele four huridi ed and forty- 
eieht were in the Schools on the 5th of January. 1809, four hundred and thirty- 
eifdit have been apprenticed, two hundred and lixteen returned to parents, 
tw°eiity-lhree given to the Army, fix .Boys ran away, and thirty-five only 
died The annual average number of Children being three bundled and 
twenty-feven this mortality, amounting only to three and five-tenths or little 
more than one in a hundred, muft appear .very inconfiderablc, and is the bed 
evidence of the falubrity of the fituation and the care taken of the children. 
The dietary which is given in the Appendix is judicious, and the articles 
of food aopeared to one of the Members of our Board, who vrent to mfpea 
this Eftablifltment, to be not only excellent in quality, but in quantity 
abundant, though not profufe. The children appear with_very few ex- 
ceptions, to be healthy, aftive, and chearfiil. .and Angularly free froni fcrofulous 
complaints, there being at prefent but four who appear to be affliaed with 
that complaint, which has of late years become fo common m moft of our 
Charity Schools iiotwithftanding the pains taken to exclude it,; of the three hun- 
dred Boys at prefent in the Schools, fifty of the youngeft are under the care of a 
Miftrefs, a female bbiiig cbnfidered as more competent to manage children of 
fo tender an age 1 the remainder are divided into five nearly equal portions, 
diftributed among the fame number of Matters, each of whom having his divi- 
fion previoufly fubdivided into convenient ciaffes, with a IMonitor over each, 
inttruas the Boys in fpellingwith explanation, reading, writing, and arithmetic, and 
catechifms fuit'able to; the age and capacity of each Boy ; the Chaplain, who 
is conflantly in one or other of theiSchools, befides examining from time to 
time the progrefs made by the Boys under each Matter refpeaively in the 
different blanches of education, has a clafs confining of about thirty Boys, com- 
pofed of detachments from each School, which he leaures in the Holy Scrip- 
tures. The Boys are kept alternately at labour and inftmaion ; two claflesof 
the ftronger Boys, about fixty in number, are employed in learning the trades 
of tayloring and llioe-making, but attend the Schools for inftruaion one hour 
and a half during the, early part of each day ; the fame number, and of a fimi- 
lar defcription, attend alternately to inftmaion and agriculture, that moft health- 
ful and ufeful of all employments, three days in the week being alternately 
alfigned to each in the lafl year - twenty-eight of them, with the, aftiftance of a 
o-ai'dener and two labourers, cultivated nineteen acres under garden and farm, 
which produced not only an abundant fupply of potatoes, cabbage, turnips, and 
other vegetables for the ufe of tbe Schools, and valued at four bundled and 
eio'htv-fix pounds ten iliiliings, but a furplus for fale, which, including young 
trees, produced two hundred and fisteen pounds feyen fliillings and three pence in • 
the fame year ; the expenoe of cultivation was one hundred and fifty-three pounds 
fix fiiillings and elevenpence, which, as the Farm is rent-free, leaves a clear pro-, 
fit in its fiivour of five hundred and forty-nine pounds ten fiiillings and two, 
pence halfpenny, or twenty eight pounds eighteen fliillings and five pence per 
acre ; and this profit, exceeding that ol the preceding, year by fifty-nine pounds, 
fix fliillings and three pence, appears to be in a prpgreflive ftate. 

While thefe Boys are employed in preparing the .ground for crops, in planting 
cabbages and potatoes, and ploughing out the latter, their labour may be efti-i 
mated at- fixpen.ce per day each on an average ; at other feafons they are em- 
ployed at hoeing, weeding, &c. winch are of little value, fave in their tendency 
to promote good health. The Boys employed as flioemakers not having as yet 
attained to any confiderable degree of proficiency in their trade, the average value 
of their labour cannot be eftiinated at more than twenty-pence per week each, 
and the fame may be affirmed of the Boys employed as taylors. 

The courfe of inftruclion for the Female children is fimilar to that of the Boys, 
except that a part of their time is necefiarily employed in works fuitable to 
their fex; they are taught to make their own clothes, and to knit and mend 
ftockings for themfelves and the Boys, they make up all the linen for the Iniii- 
tution, and anifi in doing the houfe bufinefs : thus the advantage of thefe various 
occupation.s muft appear in a favourable point of view, when we confider, that 
the laving produced to the Inftitution in the articles of provilions and clothing 
bv the children’s labour is not iuconfiderable, and that the inftrudlion and im- 
' proveinent 
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provement acquired in thefe feveral trade., and manufaelures mull render them 
•ureful, and of courfe definable apprentices. 

The expence of doling a Boy is eftimated at two pound lixteen iliillinirs 
.and one penny, of a Gw at two .pounds nineteen fltillings and one penny, an“d 

rhi and feven pence^each ; 

the ch]ldren aie apprenticed at the age of fourteen and upwards, the Males to 
itaytars, flioe.nakers, we.yers, faiths, and as fervants, &c. tli Females to manlua! 
makers glovers ribband -weavers, and milliners, &c. as fervants, S'c. the children 
.apprenticed to trades recewe no -bounty, thofe given as fervants receive f om

hundred and fifty pounds. Adjutant and Steward one hundred and eighty two

ihe Jnltruttion of the children is committed, under the direaion of the Chan. 
Lin to a Serjeant-major of Inftmaion, with fix Serjeant affiftants. and to a 
Matron with three Schooi-miftreires ; a Serjeant Maftei l’aylor, a Serjeant Mafter 
Sioemaker and a Serjeant Mailer Gardener i„ftri,a fiich Boys as are feleaed fa 
that purpofe m their refpeatve trades ; for the falai-ies and allowances of thefe and 

alfo of the Servants belonging to the Inftitmion we refer to Appendix No ^ 

T A® Inffitution took pLce 

on the 5th of January lall, when their number was increa.'ed, and the amount 
of their falaries augmented from one thoufand and nineteen pounds one lliilling 
aiidfixpenoe, to fixteen hundred and fifty-fix pounds fixteen fliillings and four? 
pence, with proportional allowances; their emoluments are certainly liberal 
tliough not profule, tione appear to be fiiperfinous. and from the order; regula- 
rity neatnefs and -cleanjinefs that pervade every part of the Eftahlifliment, it 
iis obvious that they perform their refpeciive duties.

farticiUaidAliiecifiA builrlings have been very confiderable, thefe are 
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The expediency however of this change in the fyftem of the Efiablldiment has 
been quellioned by many', and it mutt be acknowledged, tiiat ti)e parents of thefe 
children, where fuch exift, almoft iiniverfally prefer their being apprenticed to 
fome trade, that may enable them to acquire a future maintenance, to the life of 
a Soldier; it has been afferted alfo, that under the former fyftem, the end for 
which the Governors are fo anxious had been in a great meafure attained, as 
nearly three-fourths of thofe who had received their education here, finally enliftcd 
in the Troops of the line, bringing with them the ufeful trades of which they had 
previoiifly acquired a knowledge, and thus fupplying the Army with Taylors, 
Shoemakers, &c. However this may be, it is certain that the prefent rule of 
fclefling Ufiiers for this Inftitution from perfons who had ferved in the Armv', 
although favourable to the idea of introducing order and difcipline among the 
Boys, may, unlefs the feledlion is made with great care, be produftive of the 
worft confequences in a point of much greater importance,’ their moral and re- 
ligious inftrudfion. This precaution has unfortunately not been attended to, and 
of the five afiiftant Ufirers at prefent in the Schools, three who have been in the 
Army, though competent to teach Reading, Writing, and Arithmetic, appeared 
on examination to be totally ignorant of the fimplelt principles of the Chrillian 
Religion ; much may indeed be expefited from the zeal and energy of the Chap- 
lain, who is alfo Superintendant of Education, but it is obvious that no poffible 
exertion on his part can remedy the confequences of fo deplorable a deficiency 
in his affiftants, where the number to be infiru6led is fo confiderable ; and it is, we 
may prefume, from a convi6lion of this truth, that the Governors have in the iaft 
appointment of an Uflier departed from their ufual rule % and thus procured a 
perfoii competent to difcharge every part of his duty. 

In decency of manners and regularity of conduft, the Children .of the Hiber- 
nian School are not inferior to thofe in any of our public Inftitutions, while in the 
appearance of health and vigour, they feem to pnffefs a decided fuperiority; this 
is obvioufly the refult of much care and attention in the condu6lors of this Charity, 
who, no doubt, wdil evince an equal anxiety for the mental improvement of the 
ol)je<Rs of their care, by removing whatever may be confidered as a ferious ob- 
ftrudlion to the Superintendant of Education in difcharge of the very important 
trull repofed in him. 

The emulation excited in the various Charitable Seminaries in this City and 
its vicinity, which are in the habit of fending their Children to tiie annual 
Catechetical Examinations ellablifiied by “ the Society for difcoiintenancing 
vice and promoting the knowledge and practice of the Chrillian Religion,” 
has been produiTive of the nioft happy confequences; and it is to be lamented 
that any of our Charitable Infntutiuus fiiould decline to participate in an ad- 
vantage, the value of which has been fo decidedly afcertained by the experience 
of fifteen fuccellive years. The aufw-ering at thefe Examinations is, to every 
perfon anxious for the dilFufion of Religious knowledge among tlje Children of 
the Poor, truly interelling ; the emulation, not only among the Childi'eu, but 
among the Mailers, Miltrefies, and Afiiftant.'!, who feel liiemfelves deeply in- 
terelled for the credit of their refpeClive Eftablifiimeiils, has produced a general 
progreflive improvement, and we trull, that lb relpeblable an Inftitution as the 
Hibernian School will not, by declining fuch a trial, leave room lor a fufpicion 
of confcioms inferiority.

Secondly,— To thofe whofe Fathers have been killed, or have died on Foreign Service. 
Thirdly,— To thofe who have loft their Mothers and whofe Fathers are abfent on dntv 
abroad. *' 

Fourthly,— To thofe whofe Fathers are ordered on Foreign Service, or whofe Parents have 
other Children to maintain. 

And that the Parents or Friends applying for the AdmiOion of Children fhall be required 
to fign their confent to fuch Children remaining in the faid Hibernian Society as long as the 
faid Governors thereof may think fit, and to their being dii'pofed of when of proper age, at 
the diferetion of the Governors, as Apprentices or Servants; or, if Boys, to their be’ing 
placed with their own free confent, in our regular Army, as private Soldiers in fuch Corps 
as it may be our Royal Pleafure to appoint. - ^ ' 

And Laftlj, — Our Will and Pleafure is, and we do hereby declare, and ordain, that 
thefe our Letters Patent, and every Claufe, Sentence, and Article therein contained, or the 
Enrolment thereof, fliall be in all things firm, good, valid, fufficient, and effeaual in the 
Law, unto the faid Corporation, according to the purport and tenor thereof, without any 
further Grant, _ Licenfe, or Toleration from Us, our Heirs or Succeffors, to be had, pro- 
vided, or obtained. Provided always, That thefe our Letters Patent be enrolled in the Rolls 
of our High Court of Chancery, in that part of our faid l)nited Kingdom called Ireland 
within the fpace of fix months from the date hereof, otherwife thefe our Letters Patent to 
be null, void, and of none effedt, any thing herein contained to the contrary in any wife 
notwithftanding. IN WITNESS WHEREOF, We have caufed thefe our’ Letters to be

THE Boys for the laft five -years have been taught theTrades of Shoemakers, Taylors, 
and Agricultural Gardeners. . 

The -Girls have been taught for the laft ten years to card wool, -ifiin, kmt, and mma 
'ftockings for themfelves and the Boys. They make up all the linen for the Irvltuution 
^and aflilt in doing the houfe bufinels. The advantages ol' theie various occupations are two- 
fold, firft the laving produced to the Inllitution in the article of provifion-s ^and clothing 
by the children’s labour, and next their inftruCtion and improyement in thofe-levera d cades 
• and Maniifadlurest whereby they are prepared to become ul'etul Apprentices.

THE labour of the twenty-eight Boys employed in the Farm at the time of planting 
potatoes and cabbage, alfo at tlie time of plouglting out the potatoes, and preparing the 
ground for frelh crops, may be worth on an average hxpence per day ; at die other feafous 
th*'Y are employed at hoeing, weeding, &c. which is ot little value. 

The fourteen Boys employed as Shoemakers on account of their backward ftate, in regard 
to their trade, are not worth more than one pound two fliiliings and nine pence per week.

The number of Male Children in the School being three hundred, thirty-fix of the 
voungeft are under the care of a Miftrefs, and the remainder are divided into nearly equal 
poruons diftributed amongft five Matters; each of them having his divifion previoufly lub- 
divided into convenient cTafles, with a Monitor over each dais, mftru6ls his Boys m Ipeilmg 
with explanation, reading, writing, arithmetic, and catechifins fuitable to the age and capa- 
city of each Boy ; the Chaplain and Matter, who is conftantly ip one or otncr of the Schools, 
befides examining from time to time the progrefs made by the' Boys under each Matter re- 
fpedlively in their different branches of education, has a clafs confifting <n tiiirty Coys or 
thereabouts, compofed of detachments from each School, which he lednres in the Holy 

Tlie Female Children are under the care of two Miftreffes, and one Matter to teach them 
writing and arithmetic; the courfe of Inftrudion is the fame as that of the Males, excep 
that a portion of their time is neceffarily employed in fuitable Female works, to lupp y 

their own confumption together with that of the Boys.
